A LETTER FROM MOHAMMED 

WAKA. 

Praise be to God! His praise is true! After 
that, this letter is from the hand of the youth 
from the country of Futah Jallo, whose name is 
Mohammed Waka, the son of Maaruf, and I send 
it to the learned men in the country of America 
Peace be to you! How is your health? Iam in 
good health. I have seen your book which you 
sent to Mr. Henry Dennis, in the town of Mon 
He has given it tome. I have read it and 
understand it; and I love this book very much, 
when I see what it contains. I find that the 
Pentateuch, the Psalms, the Gospels, and the 
Koran are all the word of God. There is no 
difference between them; and, therefore, I send 
this letter to you to inform you of what is among 
us. I like your religion very, very much. But 
there are not books in our country, except’ the 
Koran only, and a few other books.” We love the 
Holy Book very much: for Jshmael and Isaac 
came forth from Abraham, and they are brethren ; 
there is no difference between them. How did 
difference arise between their religions?. There ts 
no difference among the prophets from Adam, the 
son of the dust, to Mohammed. (God bless him 
and grant him peace.) Whoever denies one of 
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them (the prophets) is like him who denies all, 
according to the words of God the exalted: “ But. 
they who believe and do the things that are 
right, we will bring them into gardens, beneath 


' which the rivers flow: for ever shall they abide 


therein. Truly, it is the promise of God; and 
_whose word is more than God’s? Not according 
to your wishes, or the wishes of the people of the 
Book, shall these things be. He who doth evil 
shall be recompensed for it.

COLPORTAGE IN THE LEVANT. 
JOURNAL OF GIURGIUS AUKKAR—JOURNEY NO. I. 
BIBLE HovusE, CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 21, 1873.5 

In August, 1872, 1 left Beirit for Zahleb, and 
thence went down the Bukaa, east of Lebanon to 
Kub Elias and Aitaneet to Rasheiya-el-Wady, 
where I found a school of the Damascus Mission, of 
forty boys and forty girls. The Papal priest was 
much enlightened and in distress of mind, seek- 
ing some way of escape.’ 

‘At Kamid-el-Towz I found an extraordinary 
community of people, followers of Sheikh Muh- 
yed-deen Ibu Arab, a sect of Sufites, who believe 
in a kind of trinity, 7. ¢, that God has three per- 
sons. I stopped at the house of Sheikh Alwed- 
el-Bekri, the governor and religious sheikh. He 
asked me, ‘“‘How do the Christians prove that 
Christ is the Son of God?’ I said, “He is of 
God’s nature and essence, but we do not say that 
he begets or is begotten.” He asked, “ How can 
he be in heayen anc on earth about the same 
time? or did the second person separate himself 
from the first when Christ became incarnate?” IT 
said “no,” and used an illustration such as they - 
are accustomed to. When the sun shines on the 
earth, and the light enters a house does the light 
separate itself from the sun? He accepted the 
illustration and said, ‘“Very well. But how about 
his sufferings?” I said, “Tt is like driving a nail 
into a wall on which the light shines—does the 
light suffer from the nail?” He said, “No. That 
is precisely the Sufite doctrine, as taken from the 
words of our Sheikh Muhyed- deen Ibu Arab. 

I then asked him about faith and works, and 
whether salvation is from works? He said, ‘e No, 
from faith alone.” “Then why do you. practice 
ablutions and pilgrimages, and fastings in Rama- 
dan, and other Moslem observances?” He said, 
“We do it outwardly, but the Moslems really 
regard us as heretics, and we regard all these 
outward rites as useless. ” 

T asked, “ What do. you believe about the sal- 
vation of women?” He was silent and gave no 
reply. I then gave him a New Testament, and 
he began to read in it from the 19th chapter” cf 
‘Matthew, when Buddenty, he said, that he aoe 
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ed the Koran and the Gospel as of equal author- 
ity, but, “we are not like the Moslems, who take 
the Koran literally; we receive it spiritually.” I 
tien asked, why they followed the Koran literally 
in the matter of divorce? He was silent, but his 
wile spoke out, “Your religion is certainly better 
than ours,” The sheikh said nothing, I usked 
if they wished a school. He said, “‘ Yes, but we 
can do nothing in the absence of our great sheikh, 
who is in Acre or in Tersheeba near Acre. But 
if you should open aschool you will be the means 
of saving more than 20,000 souls.” As the people 
were all busy in wheat harvest I did not remain 
long, but went on to Teb Jenin. The priest came 
in to discuss on confession, priestly absolution, 
and ‘saint worship, but soon went away, the peo- 
ple declaring to him, “You are beaten in the 
argument and the man is right.” We then read 
the Scriptures and conversed with the people 
until late at night. Thence I returned north 
along the eastern side of the Bukaa, to Kefr 
Zebad, and Serain, where the Papal priest was 
teaching the boys. He asked if I had books from 
the Jesuit press. I told him, “No, only Scriptures 
and evangelical tracts.” He refused to let the boys 
buy. Thence I came to Tulya, where I visited the 
Scotch school and heard the boys recite. A Greek 
in the village, named Ibrahim Effendi, argued with 
me to prove that it is right for Christians to marry 
more than one wife. I answered him from the 
New Testament, proving that it is not right. 

On Monday I visited the Bedaween Arabs en- 
camped in that region, and found a Moslem 
khateeb teaching them, whose daughter knew the 
Koran by heart, and was correcting the reading 
of the children without a book. I conversed 
_ # long time with the khateeb about the faith 
' of Abraham, the friend of God, and the children 
hegged permission to purchase Testaments, but 
. he jorbade them. I then went around from -tent 
to tent, talking with the Arabs until evening, 
when I returned to Tulya. On Tuesday I left for 
Baalbec, where I was taken ill with fever, and lay 
four days very sick in a khan. On Saturday even- 
ing, I left by night for Ras, six hours to the north, 
where I spent the Sabbath in trying to talk with 
the people, but being still unwell, my tongue and 
throat were too dry to allow of my preaching to 
them. When I left Ras for Hums, my muleteer 
was a Greek, who listened to the preaching of the 
word as we journeyed, with great gladness, and 
promised to always entertain at his house any 
Protestant who might visit his village. On Mon- 
day noon we reached Hums, and after resting 
made a tour to the Moslem and Christian villages 
in the vicinity, but being still unwell, I returned 
to the city alter two days. I found the people 
everywhere ready and willing to hear the truth, 
_ On Sunday I attended the Protestant church. 
About 100 men, women, and children were present, 
anit all showed great zeal in listening to the 

reaching of their native pastor, Yusef Bedr. 
he brethren there have a custom that when any 
one is ill the women visit the family of the sick 
in the morning, and the men in the evening, and 
thus no one is left unvisited. I went through the 
streets with the brethren and was much gratified 
with what I saw and heard. On reaching Ha- 


math, my, books were examined by the custom- 


house officers. A Greek clerk, an elderly man, 
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insulted me, and ordered me to leave the city, but 
his superior, the Moslem mudir, rebuked him, and 
when he told me he wished to enter into a dis- 
cussion with me on religion, the mudir told him 
to beware how he undertook it, as no one could 
stand before these Protestants in controversy. I 
accepted the invitation, and asked him to meet 
me on Sunday. In going’ about the city with 
Nasif the native preacher, I found a few interest- 
ed in the truth, and on Sunday we had eight 
persons at religious worship, among them Naum 
Naaman, the Syrian Jacobite, with his wife, the 
firstfruits of the Gospel in Hamath.

VALPARAISO BIBLE SOCIETY, 

During August the colporteur visited San 
Felipe, Quillota, and La Cruz. Notwithstanding 
the many obstacles usually met with in these in- 
land towns, he succeeded in selling a number of 
books, including copies of the Scriptures, and 
distributed many tracts and copies of the Piedra, 
which was generally well received. His sales, 
during five days spent in the abovementioned 
places, amounted to forty-two dollars. 

In Quillota, an elderly man showed the colport- 
eur a Spanish Testament which he had obtained 
some time ago from a friend. The volume had 
evidently been ‘in constant use; and the owner, 
full of enthusiasm about his treasure, said that 
this was the best book he had ever seen, and all 
others had been laid aside that he might have 
more time for the perusal of the word of God. 
Another Chilian, who had apparently been troubled 
with doubts as to the apostolic character of the 
church of Rome, asked for some work written in 
defence of the true church of Christ. After look- . 
ing over, the colporteur’s stock, he at last pur- 
chased a Testament and Noches con los Romanistas, 
as being the best suited to his wants. 

In San Felipe the colporteur found a few per- 
sons who would be glad to attend evangelical 
services in Spanish. Others, although of liberal 
views, hoped that nothing might be attempted in 
this direction, as it would interfere with their 
worldly interests. An Englishman discouraged 
the plan, on the ground that ill feeling would be 
raised against Protestants. Twenty families, visit- 
ed in one day, received the colporteur very kind- 
ly, conversing freely with him on religious matters, 
and some of them manifested their interest by 
purchasing books. 

Several encouraging cases in Valparaiso deserve 
mention. An Italian, who was formerly much 
prejudiced against the truth, bought a book to 
aid him in overcoming his errors. A Chilian, who’ 
six months ago was conscientiously opposed to the 
reading of the Scriptures, bou, ht a Testament 
because persuaded that the priests have interest- 
ed motives in prohibiting the people from read- 
ing the word of Christ. Another who had dis- | 
posed of a copy of the Scriptures, wished to pro- 
cure one of the same kind, as he was unwilling 
to be without a oes for his private use.

Try- 
ing to be insulting, an English captain declared, 
all who distribute Bibles and tracts are bad; 
would not receive a copy of the Record. The 
father of a schoolmistress reads daily, she says, the 
Holy Scriptures ; thought he family will not attend 
Spanish preaching, One man told of haying seen 
a box of Protestant books, with some Bibles even, 
burned in the yard of one of the churches in the 
Almendral.

FROM THE LETTER OF THE AGENT. 
MONTE VIDEO, Oct. 1, 1873. 

My last to you was dated Rosario, August 8. 
My stay at that city was prolonged considerably 
beyond the time I had anticipated on going there, 
in consequence of having had to wait for books 
from Monte Video, which were a whole month in 
coming to hand, instead of three days as I expect- 
ed. When they were received, however, I found 
very encouraging despatch for them. One of the 
first times I went out, some labourers occupied in 
improving one of the streets bought of me some 
nine or ten Bibles. To a company of workmen 
at dinner in an eating-house I sold seven. One 
found in a French Bible he bought of me the 
treasure he had long been seeking. Another 
Frenchman, who had had the Bible, but had lent 
it to one who had left the city and taken it with 
him, gladly embraced the opportunity to replace 
it. One showed me a Bible which he said he had 
purchased of me in Monte Video, and stated the 
circumstance, A native. woman showed me a 
copy of one of the first Spanish Bibles we took to 
Rosario, which she had read and re-read a good 
many times, and which her husband said had been 
a great blessing to her. This family bought one 
of the finest Spanish family Bibles. Hundreds are 
still in possession of the books they bought of us 

years ago. ie 
From Rosario I went to San Nicolas, passing 
through the village of Las Piedras on the way. 
Here I had but very short time, but sufficient for 
_ the place. San Nicolas is situated on tbe Parana, 
at the northern extremity of the province of 


- Buenos Ayres, and at the present time is enjoying

gations of hearers would be obtained without 
In two days I sold Bibles to the 
amount of $30 70; all I had left after supplying 
Xosario. A question has often arisen in my mind 
as to what extent the books we sell are read; for 
one is disposed to believe that if only a tithe of 
them were duly perused a general religious 
awakening could hardly fail to follow. Iu San 
Nicolas I found abundant proof that there, at 
least, the Bible is read. One I found with a weil 
worn copy of our former Spanish Bible in his hand, 
which he said he delighted to read. Several 
showed me their Bibles bearing marks of use, and 
which they had only to stretch forth their hand to 
lay hold of. The simple fact of keeping the book 
so handy for the period ef gix or seven years, I 
consider a very good indication, but the full bene- 
fit of Bible circulation cannot be known until 
followed by the living voice of the preacher. 

Yesterday [ posted my fiscal accounts, covering 
five months. In this period my entire circulation 
was 2,919 copies; of this number 197 were donat- 
ed, chiefly to subscribers and the Spanish Sunday 
school., Proceeds of sales? $928 60, United States 
gold. Monthly subscriptions paid, $176 65; do- 
nations, $6 25; collection in Meth. Ep. Church, 
Monte Video, $63 75: making a total of $246 65, 
United States gold, freely contributed during the 
five months :

When the chaplain came on board 
he was annoyed, eee the matter, and soon 
after the colporteur Was told he could not embark 
with his bag of books. When I spoke with our 
governor on the subject, he said there could be 
no objection to his going with his books to sea- 
men of his own creed ; that inquiry should be made 
anc. answer given, There the thing holds as yet. 
Tt makes a scrious diminution in our sales, espe- 
cially of English Scriptures, and besides the dis- 
couragement, it reduces the pecuniary income of 
the Society. Still we hope for relief ere long. The 
sales in the capital are small. The seller there 
reports discouragingly, but ere long changes may 
be made, and the desired result perhaps accom- 
plished better. 

Our total sales of Scriptures we cannot say have 
even fallen off; a steady increase rather has been 
noticed; but they do not quite come up to 2,000 
copies per annum. Of these more than half are 
Spanish, say 1,200 copies, then English 400, and 
the remainder German, French, Italian, and a few 
others. One of our colporteurs is now absent on 
the coast at the north, going as far as Bolivia 
and Peru, At Iquique we have a call for 140 
copies of the New Testament in Chinese. We feel 
the loss of Dr. Swaney at Talcahuano, who always 
was’ putting the Bible Society publications into 
circulation there.

THE BIBLE IN BENGAL, 
_ We copy the following from the Christian In- 


telligencer of November 27, 1873: 


“A decision of the Bengal government, in favour 
of Bible circulation in that immense presidency, 
numbering some 65,000,000, has been just given 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, Sir George Campbell. 
It is addressed to the convener of the committee 
of the Calcutta Bible Society, and is to the follow- 
ing effect: “Sir, with reference to the Rev. J. E. 
Carlyle’s letter, dated July 10, 1873, offering to 
supply copies of the Bible to the libraries of all 
the schools and colleges in Bengal, I am to convey 
the thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor for the 
society’s offer. The Bible is already in the library 
of some government schools and colleges; but as 
government has no specific information whether 


it is supplied in all, the Director of Public In-. 


struction will be requested to assist you in dis- 
tributing English and vernacular copies of the 
_ Bible to all government schools and colleges, if 

you think proper to supply them. The despatches

of the home government quoted by you plainly 
lay down that the Bible should be kept in the 
libraries of government schools and colleges.” 
The only exception made to this general principle 
by the government is in reference to the village 
patshallas or primary schools, where “it is feared” 
by the government that a general distribution 
might ‘arouse suspicion, and do little good.”

BIBLES TO FOREIGN PORTS. 

Mr. J. S. Pierson, marine agent of New York 
Bible Society, has made the following distributions 
during October, ult., upon American vessels bound 
to Roman Catholic ports, for circulation there: 
Thirty-two Spanish Bibles, 682 Spanish Testa- 
ments, 414 French Testaments, fifty-two Italian 
Testaments; total, thirty-two Bibles and 1,238 
Testaments, or 1,270 volumes. These have gone 
upon some 128 vessels, to some forty distinct 
foreign ports, embracing such points as Valencia, 
Santander, Terragona, the Canary Islands, Cadiz, 
Seville, Malaga, Lisbon, Messina, Ancona, the 
west coast of Africa, Callao, Iquique (Peru), and 
many points nearer at hand,

REPORTS OF DISTRIOT SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Reporting for October from SouTHERN ARKAN- 
sas, Rev. J. E. Caldwell writes : 

My visit to the Bradley County Bible Society, 
October 12, was indeed most refreshing. The an- 
niversary was held, and your Agent preached the 
annual sermon, encouraged by quite a number of 
pastors and attending ministers. The officers 
evinced continued interest in the work, and, in a. 
word, the whole congregation gave a religious 
response to the claims of our Cause. Steps were 
taken to enlist a more extended co-operation on 
the part of pastors and churches throughout the 
county. I rejoiced in the tokens for future good, 


.| and left, feeling truly grateful for the encourage- 


ment received. 
Rev. W. A. Parks, of Grorara, writes: 


In October I attended the meeting of the Atlanta 
Presbytery, at Lawrenceville, and addressed that 
body on the Bible cause. We held the annual 
meeting of Gwinnett County Bible Society there, 
October 5, and addresses were delivered by Rev. 
John Jones, of Atlanta, and myself, to the large 
audience, and much interest was manifested. Con- 
tributions were solicited to effect the exploration 
of the county. I have also attended a camp meet- 
ing near Homer, in Banks County. In the after- 
noon service I preached a sermon on the Cause, 
and assisted in holding the annual meeting of the 
Banks County auxiliary, at which presided Col. 
William Turk, of the Presbyterian Church. Strong 
appeals were made to the large audience assembled, 
for contributions for Bible work, but the compara- 
tively small response gave evidence of the scarcity 
of money in this section of the State. 

The financial crisis is serious in this State. The 

lanters are not selling cotton, and but little money

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Rev. 8. Y. Lum, of Kansas, remarks in his 
October report, that : 

The anniversaries attended during the past month 
have been those of important societies—Jefferson, 
Lyon, Douglas, and Bourbon Counties—and 
though in each of them the collections, owing to 
the monetary pressure, were not as large as I had 
hoped, yet in every instance there has been a large 
attendance and deep interest manifested. Never, 
since my connection with the work, have the pas- 
tors of Lawrence and Fort Scott appeared so deeply 
interested in the work as at present. I certainly 
expect favourable results when a change in the 
times renders it possible. 5 


Rey. George M. Tuthill, of MicutGan, writes: 

In the northwestern part of Van Buren County, 
a colporteur is doing a good work in eight town- 
ships, supported by the South Haven Branch So- 
ciety, for whose work the American Bible Society 
recently made a grant of Bibles. 

The Synod of Michigan passed a resolution com- 
mending the American Bible Society and its work, 
and recommending the churches to give annually 
to it. 


In the report of last month from Missouri, Rev. 
E. Wright says : 

October dawned upon a strange financial crisis, 
and every occupation has felt the shock, the Bible 
work not excepted; still, more miles have been 
travelled than usual, and more auxiliaries visited 
by myself and assistants. As I passed over the 
St. Louis, Salem, and Little Rock Railroad, and 
saw evidence of the vast mineral wealth of Craw- 
ford and Dent Counties, and those other counties 
equally rich in ores, and ereJong to be reached by 
an extension of this railway, it gave me joy to 
think of the present and increasing facilities for 
our Bible work in that destitute and now sparsely 
settled section of Southeastern Missouri. 

My visits to several ecclesiastical bodies have 
been pleasant, and, I trust, useful; and the sessions 
of two Synods in St. Louis at the same time, and 
in churches not far apart, gave me a desired inter- 
view with many in attendance whose fields are 
wide apart, and deepened my impression of the 
cordial co-operation of these two bodies with the 
American Bible Society. 


Rey. Dr. Sheldon, of New JERSEY, says : 


I attended the annual meeting of the Bergen 


County Bible Society, at Rutherford Park, on the 
14th of October. The occasion was interesting, 
and the exercises of a very encouraging character, 
inasmuch as measures were taken for the supply 
of the county by the system of volunteer distribu- 
tion, which is being so favourably illustrated in the 
counties of Morris and Camden. It is marked by 
economy and personal effort for the cause of God’s 
word, by Christiai ladies and gentlemen, and I 
cannot but regard this as a new and hopeful feature 
in the good work. The supply of hotels was re- 
ported, and also a grant of Bibles for the State 
prison at Trenton. — 


Rev.: O. J. Squires, of NorTHEASTERN NEW 
York, speaks with pleasure of the success attend- 
ing the Bible work in Clinton, Montgomery, and 
Saratoga Counties, and especially Franklin County, 
in which, he says : 


We raised $380 while there, notwithstanding 


_ the hard times. We have had a man at work can- 
- vassing this field for the past six months, who is | 


doing finely ; though it will take him a year or 


more to finish the entire county, there are so many 
destitute families. On October 2, I attended the 
Schenectady County Bible Society anniversary, 
held at Princetown, N. Y. The spirit and interest 
manifested were good, and the meeting was a 
success. 


The following view of Bible affairs in Nort 
CAROLINA is given by Rey. P. A. Strobel : 

The general condition of the auxiliaries visited 
this month shows a marked and encouraging im- 
provement. Notwithstanding the financial pres- 
sure, the receipts for this month exceed those of 
October, 1872, by nearly $200, and are $50 in 
advance of any month since I have been on the 
field. Ihave everywhere been very kindly received, 
and amidst some causes of discouragement have 
met much to cheer me in my labours. The work 
in this district is progressing favourably. 


Rey. E. A. Bolles sends us the following account 
of anniversaries in SourH Caronina, attended by 
him during October : ? 

At the town of Sumter, the Sumter County Bible 
Society held its forty-ninth anniversary at the 
Meth. Epis. Church, south, October 5. Addresses 
were delivered by Rev. Donald McQuean, D.D., 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church, Rev. J. M. 
Carlisle, Methodist Episcopal Church, and your 
Superintendent. It was said to be the best Bible 
meeting held in Sumter since the war. The col- 
lection and subscription would have been larger 
but for the financial panic, and the low price and 
low sales of the cotton crop. 

The thirty-second annual meeting of the Union 
Bible Society of Richland and Fairfield County 
was attended with much success, at Horeb Presby- 
terian Church, during October: This is a system- 
atic society, both in the work of distribution and 
in finances. 

At the old town of Camden, the fifty-fourth 
anniversary of the Camden and Kershaw County 
auxiliary occurred on the 12th of Oct. Sermon 
by Rev. Mr. Harper, Methodist Episcopal Church, 
south, and address by Rev. Mr. Hay, pastor of 
Presbyterian Church, south. The condition of 
this society is good, and its officers are active. 

Mr. Bolles, mentioning the decease of Col. Rob- 
ert Moorman, president of the Newberry County 
Bible Society, says: ‘‘I have lost a great friend, 
and one who loved the Bible cause. Ido not know 
of any in Newberry who can fill his place.” 


From a letter of Rev. C. H. Wiley, of EAstERN 
TENNESSER, we take this extract : 


In this field, the summer and fall have been fruit- 
ful only of seemingly adverse influences in raising 
money for our Cause. The cholera caused the ex- 
pensive flight of many thousands from a large 
number of religious centres, and entailed unusual 
burdens on those and other places, making neces- 
sary numerous collections in-every form of.volun- 
tary contribution, and county taxes. Then came 
the affecting cry from Memphis, that put again to 
work the benevolent machinery of this region; 
and all this in connection with the financial pres- 
sure, severely felt in this State. As I write, the 
great thoroughfare of travel and freight of East — 
Tennessee, and the longest and one of the most im- 
portant roads in my field, is temporarily crippled 
in its operations by a “strike” of the engineers, 
machinists, firemen, and road hands, and for some 
days all trains but the mail have been stopped, 
and all work suspended. The results of our work 
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here are known abroad, but the peculiar discour- 
agements can be fully appreciated only by one on 
the field. 

In the report coming from Wrst TENNESSEE 
and Norruprn Mississrepr, Rev. Mr. Whitten 
describes the condition of that field as follows: 

I need hardly say that money is very scarce and 
difficult of collection, for that does not express the 
whole truth. Cotton is very low, and there is not 
much sold; and when sold it brings in but little 
money. Our part of the country is perhaps in a 
worse condition than any other, because of the 
ruin wrought by the yellow fever, especially to our 
commercial centre; but, God be thanked, the fever 
is about gone, and your Superintendent and family 
have escaped. 

I am pleased to report the canvass of Noxubee 
County, Miss., as finished, and hope to be able 
in a short time to say the same of three or four 
other auxiliaries. 


Writing from Crntran Texas, Rev. John §. 
McCarver says : i 

In submitting my report for October, I have to 
say that this State has not passed through such 
an ordeal since my residence in it. Yellow fever 
has prevailed over a large part of my district, and 
hundreds of families have, through suffering and 
death, been broken’ up. ‘To this must be added 
the crash in money matters, which has destroyed 
business in. many localities and crippled it in all, 
so that money has almost disappeared from circu- 
lation. 

During the past month I visited, by invitation, 
the Round Rock Bible Society. They are actively 
engaged in supplying their territory, are solvent, 
and there are few better communities in the dis- 
trict. They have good men in office, who feel the 
importance of their work. At Cotton Gin there is 
one of the best auxiliaries we have. Their anni- 
versary was a success. They will keep out of debt, 
have on hand a sufficient number of books to sup- 
ply their people and poor, and be ever ready for a 
settlement. The Navarro County Bible Society is 
actively engaged in supplying its territory, and is 
doing a good: work. The Dresden Bible Society 
has accomplished but little during the year past, 
from want of interest in the cause on the part of 
the officers. Every arrangement was made a year 
ago, at their anniversary, for supplying their terri- 
tory, but nothing has been done.

_The seventh anniversary of this auxiliary was 
held at Union Springs, in the Meth. Ep. Church, 
South, Sabbath evening, November 9. An extract 
from the board of managers’ report is appended : 


The board haye ever felt a lively interest in 
supplying the freedmen with the Bible, and hay- 
ing them become interested in the work of plac- 
ing it in their families, and inducing them to read 
it. No agency can be more potential in moulding 
them into good citizens, and preparing them to 
meet the responsibilities of the new relations by 
which they are now surrounded. Some time since, 
the importance of the Bible to them as a ‘guide

The board 
earnestly bespeak for the members of this society 
the kindly aid and counsel of every one who has 
the publie good at heart, and the spread of Bible 
influences among the people.

of his handling it; his singular perspicuity and 
fidelity as a preacher of the*word; his great 
Christian catholicity, which was without hypoc- 
risy; his resolute endurance as a pioneer; and 
withal, his genuine nobleness as a citizen and a 
man. 

Resolved, That we proffer our sincere sympathy 
to the surviving members of the bereaved home 
where his presence was a light and a benediction.

FATHER HEAPS, 


This faithful servant of the Lord Jesus Christ 
has at last been released from toil, and has enter- 
ed upon his great reward. Father Heaps was 
little known outside of his own field, but on his 
field, where he bad laboured for twenty-three 
years as auxiliary Bible agent, he was prized by 
all who knew him, as a great, good, faithful, 
efficient, and deeply pious man. He was one of 
the most faithfui Bible agents I ever knew, and 
never did I meet him when I did not feel that 
I was in the presence of one of the most devoted, 
and most remarkable men of the age. His strong 
faith in God and his promises, was that “once 
delivered to the saints.” His faith amounted to an 
absolute knowledge of divine things, and when he 
prayed and preached, although a layman, it 


always appeared to me that he stood in the very | 


presence of his God, and talked with Him, and 
about Him with an assurance that said to all 
present, God is passing by and showing father 
Heaps a part of his glory. ‘The just shall live 
by faith.” 

Then his works 
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‘and faith agreed. I never | 
knew a man who so cheerfully sacrificed for the 


Lord. In his field he had some poor counties | Thursday, the 4th inst., at half past three, 
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that he faithfully canvassed from year to year, 
and when he had completed one of those counties, 
he would write to me, “I could not collect 
enough to pay me my usual compensation, and as 
I can not think of taking every dollar I collected, 
I have only charged the county society fifty cents 
or one dollar per Gay (as the case might be), and 
have left them the balance in the treasury, which 
is now sent you.” 

A remark made by him at an anniversary meet- 
ing of the Putnam County Bible Society, held in 
the Asbury University Chapel, was one of ines- 
timable value, and was well received. He said, 
“IT am a gentleman, and you may want to know 
what made mea gentleman. I can tell you—the 
Sible;” and then turning to the large number of 
students present, said, “ young men, this same 
blessed Bible will make you all gentlemen if you 
will only read it and obey its precepts.” 

Father Heaps was a young old man, and I 
think had an idea he should be able, if his life 
was spared, to work for years in the Bible cause, 
although, if I mistake not, he was seventy-three 
years of age at his death. I have a letter now 
before me, written by him on the 2d of July 
last, in which he speaks of coming with his mar- 
ried children to California, and says, “I believe I 
have got the health, and it the good Lord sees fit 
‘in his providence to open the way, I want to 
obey.” So he thought he could come eyen to 
California and do some work for us here. But he 
has gone to the shores far richer than the golden 
shores of the Paciiic. He says in the same letter, 
““My dear brother, [ do hope the good Lord will 
be with you in your work. I have not ceased to 
pray for you twice and often three times a day 
since you left us, and I believe the Lord will make 
you the means of usefulness on your new field. 
Give my kind love to your family, and may the 
Lord bless you all.” By the help ot divine grace, 
I will try and work so that the prayers of this 
good man may be answered. “Servant of God, 
well done.”

Presidents. 

The decease of the Hon. Peter D. Vroom, one: of 
the Vice Presidents, was announced; whereupon 

The Rey. Daniel McGilvary read the ninetieth 
Psalm and offered prayer. 

Four new auxiliaries were recognized, of which 
three are in Nebraska and one in Connecticut. 

Communications were received from Mr. J. W. 
Zaccheus, Fajardo, Porto Rico, showing increas- 
ing demand for the Bible in that island ; from Mr. 
Andrew M. Milne, Monte Video, showing increas- 
ing distributions on his field, and enlargement 
of the work; from Rey. Dr. Trumbull, Valpa- 
raiso, returning thanks for aid from the American 
Bible Society, and asking a continuance of it, 
with hopeful indications of the progress of the 
work in Chili; and from Rev. Daniel McGilvary, 
requesting funds to print the Gospel by Matthew 
in the Laos language, which is a written but. not 
a printed language, in which consequently no 
‘portion of the Scriptures has yet been printed. 
The Laos country lies north of Siam, and south 
of China. Its population is about two millions, 
with probably another million scattered through- 
out Siam. The Board granted $1,500 for the 
object proposed. 

A memorial paper was adopted on the decease 
of the Hon. Peter D. Vroom. 

The receipts for Noyember were $40,314 17; 
volumes issued, 55,378.

REV. GARDINER SPRING, D.D,, LL.D. 

The following paper was adopted by the Board 
of Managers at its session, October 2, and a copy 
was directed to be sent to the family and inserted 
in the Record: 

_The committee to which was referred the prep- 
aration of a suitable minute on the death of Dr. 
Spring, beg leave to submit the following: ‘ 

The death of Rev. Gardiner Spring, D.D., LL.D., 
leaves but one surviving member of the origi- 
nal Convention, which in 1816 formed the ere 

can Bible Society. As by resolution of the Board

HON, PETER D, VROOM, 

The following preamble and memorial were 
adopted by tie Board of Managers at the meet- 
ing held December 4: 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God to re- 
move from among us by death the Hon. Peter 
D. Vroom, one of the Vice Presidents of ‘this 
Society, the Board would. pay a just tribute of 
respect to their lamented associate, and gratify 
their own feelings, by entering upon their minutes 
the following memorial. 

Mr. Vroom was a warm friend of the Bible So- 
ciety, and was elected Vice President in 1839, 
and with one exc:ption was the oldest Vice 
President on our list. He died at his late resi- 
dence in Trenton, N. J., in the eighty-second year 
of his age. He was the son of a revolutionary 
officer, and a native of Somerset County, N. J. 
He graduated at Columbia College in this city, at 
the early age of seventeen. He entered upon the 
profession of the law in 1813, and soon rose to 
eminence at the bar of his State, 

He was elected Governor of the State of New 
Jersey in 1829, and re-elected annually with the 
interval of a single term until the year 1836, when 
he declined the office. From 1838 to 1840 he was 
a member of Congress. He declined the office of 
Chief Justice of the State, and the same year 
went to Berlin as Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States at the court of Prussia, where’ 
he remained until 1857. In all public stations 
Governor Vroom seryed his State and the country 
at large with pre-eminent ability, and with ex- 
emplary purity and elevation of character. Early _ 
in life he gave his heart to Christ, and united him- 
self to the , Reformed Church, which eyer honoured 
him as one of its wisest and most devoted friends, 

His piety was simple but decided, and threw a 
charm over his intercourse with his fellow men 
which bound all hearts to him. In the fulness of 
a good old age, lamented and beloved by all who 
knew him, having served his generation, by the 
will of God, he has fallen on sleep. “The memory
